4 This Act may be cited as the “Shoulder-Fired Missile 

5 Threat Reduction Act of 2006” . 

6 SEC. 2. DEFINITIONS. 

7 In this Act: 

8 (1) MANPADS.— The term “MANPADS” 

9 means —

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1 (A) a surface-to-air missile system de- 

2 signed to be man-portable and carried and fired 

3 by a single indhidnal; or 

4 (B) any other surface-to-air missile system 

5 designed to be operated and fired by more than 

6 one individual acting as a crew and portable by 

7 several indhiduals. 

8 (2) Comu^NTiONiUj WEiU^ONS. — The term “con- 

9 ventional weapons” means rocket propelled gre- 

10 nades, landmines, abandoned stocks of munitions, 

1 1 and other weapons the Secretary of State determines 

12 the proliferation of which undermines international 

13 peace and stability. 

14 SEC. 3. FINDINGS. 

15 Congress finds the follovdng: 

16 (1) The global proliferation of man-portable air 

17 defense systems (iLANPADS) and other conven- 

18 tional weapons poses a direct threat to the national 

19 security of the United States. 

20 (2) The use of MANPADS and other conven- 

21 tional weapons by terrorists and insurgent groups 

22 continues to hamper United States efforts to achieve 

23 peace and security in Iraq and Afghanistan.

1 (3) More than two-dozen terrorist groups, in- 

2 eluding al-Qaeda, are believed to possess 

3 MANPADS. 

4 (4) On November 28, 2002, in Mombasa, 

5 Kenya, two slionlder-fired missiles were fired at a 

6 departing ehilian airliner in an misneeessfnl attaek 

7 elainied by al-Qaeda. 

8 (5) A successful terrorist attaek with a shonl- 

9 der-fired missile against a civilian airliner would 

10 have devastating hmnan and inealenlable economic 

1 1 costs. 

12 (6) The Government Aceonntability Office has 

13 estimated that there are between 500,000 and 

14 750,000 MANPADS in eountries around the world, 

15 vdth a few thousand outside government controls 

16 and thousands more under government controls but 

17 wihierable to theft and possible transfer to terrorist 

18 groups due to inadequate security. 

19 (7) Many eountries that possess stocks of 

20 MANPADS and other conventional weapons no 

21 longer require such weapons for their ovri security 

22 or self-defense, but do not possess the means to 

23 eliminate or safeguard such weapons systems. 

24 SEC. 4. SENSE OF CONGRESS. 

25 It is the sense of Congress that —

19 eral fonmis to limit the availability, transfer, and 

20 proliferation of MANPADS worldwide. 

21 (2) However, multilateral fornnis lack niecha- 

22 nisms for assessing member eonntries’ eompliance 

23 vdth such diplomatic eommitments. 

24 (b) Sense of Congress. — It is the sense of Con- 

25 gTess that the United States Government should eontiime 
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1 to pursue streiigtlieiied international diplomatic efforts in 

2 the appropriate fora to limit the availability, transfer, and 

3 proliferation of MANPADS worldwide and to exert appro- 

4 priate diplomatic pressure to influence member eountiy 

5 compliance 'with such efforts. 

6 SEC. 9. REPORT ON MANPADS AND CONVENTIONAL WEAP- 

7 ONS THREAT REDUCTION. 

8 (a) In GeneilUj. — N ot later than 180 days after the 

9 date of the enaetment of this Act and as eireumstances 

10 warrant thereafter, the Secretary of State, in eonsultation 

11 vitli other appropriate government agencies, shall submit 

12 to the Committee on International Relations and the Coni- 

13 niittee on Appropriations of the House of Representatives 

14 and the Committee on Foreign Relations and the Coni- 

15 niittee on Appropriations of the Senate a report on 

16 MANPADS and other eonventional weapons threat reduc- 

17 tion. 

18 (b) Contents. — The report required under sub- 

19 section (a) shall include the following information for the 

20 period preceding each such report: 

21 (1) A description of efforts undertaken by the 

22 Secretary of State regarding MANPADS and other 

23 conventional weapons threat reduction. 

24 (2) A description, on a countiy-by-countiy 

25 basis, of the implementation of a global strategy for 
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1 the storage, removal, and elimiiiatioii of MANPADS 

2 and other conventional weapons, inclnding, to the 

3 extent possible, a prioritization of sneh storage, re- 

4 nioval, and elimination efforts vitli respect to the 

5 proliferation sensitivity of sneh weapons in each 

6 conntry and the potential impact of sneh efforts on 

7 local and regional seenrity. 

8 (3) A description of multilateral efforts pursued 

9 by the United States Government to limit the avail- 

10 ability, transfer, and proliferation of MANPADS 

11 worldwide, and a strategy" to establish mechanisms 

12 to monitor and report on — 

13 (A) countries’ implementation of their 

14 conimitments to limit such availability, transfer, 

15 and proliferation; and 

16 (B) the impact such implementation of 

17 eonunitments has on the flow of MANPADS to 

18 black and gray markets. 

19 (4) A description and evaluation of the access 

20 of terrorists, non-state actors, and state sponsors of 

21 terrorism to ALANPADS, their methods to acquire 

22 MANPADS, and a strategy" for disnipting future ac- 

23 cess to MANPADS. 

24 (5) An evaluation of the extent to which aetivi- 

25 ties authorized by this Act and other United States 
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1 Government programs are integrated to ensure that 

2 the eonventional weapons threat reduction efforts of 

3 the United States Government are consistent vith 

4 United States policy and goals in countries reeehing 

5 assistance through such acthities. 

6 (c) Form. — T he report required under subsection (a) 

7 shall be in unclassified form, but shall contain a classified 

8 annex, as appropriate. 

9 SEC. 10. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

10 (a) In GEXERitij. — In addition to amounts that are 

1 1 othenfise authorized to be appropriated to the Non- 

12 proliferation, Anti-Terrorism, Demining, and Related Pro- 

13 grams account of the Department of State, there is au- 

14 thorized to be appropriated $15,0()(),()()() for fiscal year 

15 2007 and $20,000,000 for fiscal year 2008 for activities 

16 related to the securing, removal, or elimination of stocks 

17 of MANPADS and other conventional weapons and re- 

18 lated equipment and facilities.

22 standing any other proGsion of law; and

Condemning the nnantliorized, inappropriate, and eoereed or- 
dination of Catholic bishops by the People’s Republic 
of China. 


Wdiereas the Catholic Patriotic Association of China is a Chi- 
nese Government-sanctioned organization that does not 
represent the vast majority of Chinese Catholics and has 
no ecclesiastical authority to choose spiritual leaders for 
Catholics in the People’s Republic of China; 

Wdiereas on April 30, 2006, the Chinese Government-sanc- 
tioned Catholic Patriotic Association of China conducted 
an unauthorized episcopal ordination of the priest Joseph 
Ma Yinglin, elevating him to the office of bishop without 
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the approval and against the wishes of the Holy Father 
Pope Benedict XVI; 

Wdiereas on May 3, 2006, the Chinese Government-sanc- 
tioned Catholic Patriotic Association of China conducted 
an unauthorized episcopal ordination of the priest Joseph 
Liu Xinhong, elevating him to the office of bishop with- 
out the approval and against the wishes of the Holy Fa- 
ther Pope Benedict XVI; 

Wdiereas, according to information reported by the Vatican, 
bishops and priests in the People’s Republic of China 
have been subjected to strong pressures and threats to 
take part in the episcopal ordinations which, being with- 
out pontifical mandate, are illegitimate and, besides, con- 
trary to their conscience; 

Wdiereas the entire world follows with attention the progress 
of religious freedom in China and had hoped that such 
deplorable episodes by now would belong to the past; 

Wdiereas, following a trip to China in August 2005, the 
United States Commission on International Religious 
Freedom reported that the Chinese Government con- 
tinues to systematically violate the right to freedom of 
thought, conscience, and religion or belief, contravening 
both the Chinese Constitution and international human 
rights norms; 

Wdiereas on May 3, 2006, the United States Commission on 
International Religious Freedom announced its 2006 rec- 
ommendations to Secretary of State Corrdoleezza Rice 
arrd corrtirrrred to iderrtify Chirra as orre of terr “Corrrrtries 
of Particrrlar Corrcerrr”; 
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\\3iereas Chinese law and poliey restriet religions aetivities to 
those aethities associated 'with the five officially-sane- 
tioned “patriotic” religions organizations; 

Wdiereas all other collective religions aethities in China are 
illegal, and indhidnals from “nnregistered” religions 
groups are subject to harassment, detention, and arrest; 

Wdiereas freedom of religions exjjression is a fundamental 
right enshrined in the United States Constitution and 
recognized by all ehilized nations; 

Wdiereas China, like all members of the United Nations, is 
bound by Aiticle 18 of the Uniform Declaration of 
Human Rights which states: “Everyone has the right to 
freedom of thought, eonseienee and religion; this right in- 
clndes freedom to change his religion or belief, and free- 
dom, either alone or in commnnity vith others and in 
public or private, to manifest his religion or belief in 
teaching, practice, worship and observance”; arrd 

Wdrereas a serrior official of the Catholic Patriotic Associatiorr 
of Chirra has told the AFP rrews agerrcy that Chirra is 
plarrrrirrg to ordairr a third bishop later irr May 2006: 
Now, therefore, be it

Wdiereas Mongolia has become a functioning democracy in 
Asia; 
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WQiereas since 1990 the Mongolian people have held 5 par- 
lianientaiy elections and 4 presidential elections; 

Wdiereas these elections have been determined to be largely 
free and fair, without wolence or balloting irregularities, 
and featuring multiple political parties; 

Wdiereas these elections demonstrate Mongolia’s conimitment 
to the nile of law and its determination to consolidate its 
democratic progress; 

Wdiereas the Government of Mongolia has condncted eco- 
nomic reforms which introdnced market mechanisms and 
have resulted in the private sector producing the great 
majority of the gross domestic product, demonstrating 
Mongolia’s commitment to the establishment of a free 
market economy;
